meat rationing was re-imposed last 
September, a price increase is to be 
allowed on all canned poultry, 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
Stated today in announcing an or- 
cer to become effective January 7. 
The increase to the consumer 
will vary between nine and eleven 
cents per pound for the products 
making up the bulk of’ the sales, 
such as jellied canned. chicken. 
The rise, however, will not affect 
consumer prices until the product, 
sold by processors or wholesalers 
on or after January 7, reaches the 
retail stores. : 
Increases for other types of 
canned poultry will vary according 
to quality, and there will also be 
some variation between zones of 
which there are seven. . 
Board officials explained that it 
had been possible to*maintain the 
lower price levels in effect during 
the nast year because the poultry 
used for canning had been selling 
below established price ceilings.

Despite the fact 718 naturalization } 
certificates were revoked in Canada | 


during the war, only 75 were can- 
celled on grounds of didoyalty to 
the king, Secretary -of State Paul 
Martin disclosed in. the commons. 
The information was scught by An- 
gus MacInnis (C.C.F. - Vancouver 
East). 

Majority of the certificates were 


revoked because the holders had been | 
absent from Canada or.cther British | 


countries for 
seven years. 
Of the 75 certificates cancelled 45 
were held by persons of German ex- 
traction. The remainder were: Jap- 
anese 10; Italian 7; Austrian 4; 
Danzig 2; Polish 2; Czechoslovak 2; 
Hungarian 1; Swiss 1 and Finnish 1. 
Seven of the 45 ex-Germans whose 
certificates were revoked on grounds 
of disloyalty, were sent back to Ger- 
many in November, 1944.
